Shall we not then strive to the utmost, with 
humble and earnest prayer, to send the gospel of 
Christ into these regions?

Amount paid out including $500 paid to 
the A. B. H. M. Society, $2,457,18 
Rev. Mr. Hervey, of Andover, spoke of the bap- 
py effects produced by the labors of the Convention 
in destitute places. He held in his hand a letter 
from Ives, Michigan. This had formerly been a 
place most unhappily noted for vice. Till last No- 
vember, it is believed that nota single tonversion 
had ever taken place in the town. But through 
the blessing of God un domestic missionary labors 
in the place, a change soon appeared. Numbers 
believed in Christ, and consequently abandoned 
their sinful coursés. Two young men who kept 
a billiard-room, were obliged to close it, because so 
many of their previous customers, having turned to 
the Lord, had left their idle and vicious sport.— 
The bar-keeper of the establishment was among 
the converts. A young man from Boston had fitted 
up an apartment to be used as a club-room ; but 
the revival defeated his plan, and that very rootn is 
now used for prayer meetings. In short, the whole 
aspect of the place was changed, and on every hand 
were to be seen the wonderful works of God. 
We were allmonished that our time for labor was 
short. Since the last meeting of the Convention, 
two individuals, who had Jabored under its patron- 
age had gone to their rest, others might soon follow.

Resolved, therefore, That while we earnestly call 
upon all the friends of the slave to adhere with un- 
deviating rectitude to their anti-slavery principles, 
and never to vote for any man to fill the offices of 
state whose influence is given to uphold slavery;

candidates who are or may be put in nomination 
exclusively by that party.

New Baitisa Nicer Expepition.—Our rea- 
ders will be pleased to learn that the British 
government have resolved to send out several iron 
steamers to the coast of Africa, to ascend the 
Niger, with the hope of making arrangements 
with the native chiefs for the suppression of the 
slave trade. The London Nautical Magazine 
for May, says: 

The principle object of the expedition is to 
put an end tothe slave trade, by entering into 
treaties with the native chiefs, “* within whose 
dominions the internal slave trade is carried 
on, and the external trade supplied with its 
victims,” 

The expedition will embrace other important 
objects, though its leading feature will be an en- 
deavor to suppress the inhuman traffic now car- 
ried on by those whose true interest it is to re- 
tain their subjects at home, and cultivate their 
native soil so fruitful in natural produciions, and 
so capable of being made the source of a legiti- 
mate and profitable commerce. 

By proceeding up the Niger a large portion of 
the native chiefs engaged in the slave trade, may 
easily be communicated with; and should the 
rapids or other obstructions about Boussa not be 


-found impassable, a reasonable hope may be en- 


tertained of reaching the immediate vicinity of 
Pimbuctoo, and navigating to Sansanding, from 
whence Park commenced his downward voyage, 
which terminated fatally.

To the Baptist Slave-holders of the Southern 

* States :— 

Fathers and Brethren, 

We have assembled, to the number of one 
hundred and ten persons, at the written call of 


United States. Of this number, about four hun- 
dred are accredited ministers of Jesus Christ. 

A conviction of duty, which, we humbly con- 
ceive, is based upon the fear of Gop, and the 
love of our fellow men,—whether bond or free, 
oppressors or oppressed,—constrains us to sub- 
mit a few thoughts for your special and candid 
consideration. In doing so, we appeal, with the 
firmest confidence, to the Omniscient God, for 
the rectitude of our intentions. We solemnly 
profess a prayerful and submissive reverence for 
the principles of his recorded will. We feel- 
ingly avow.a tender sympathy, not only for the. 
slave; but also for you, upon many of whom 
slavery is entailed by heritage, and enforced by 
law; while inexorable habits, formed in the 
passive state of iffancy, as well as universal 
usage, impose bonds upon yourselves scarcely 
less strong, or less oppressive, than the fetters 
of the slave. 

Hear us, then, with patience and kindness.— 


itive transgression of the Févealed will of God. 
For, man instinctively seeks happiness and re- 
pels outrage; while slavery compels him to 
forego the former and endure the latter, for him- 
self and his posterity, until the end of time.— 
Justice, in its very nature, assumes the exist- 
ence of free moral agents, mutually bound by 
established principles, and acting towards each 
other with perfect reciprocity. We do not 
speak of justice towards: a “ chattel personal,” 
a horse, or a swine. But the statutes of the 
South pronounce a slave ‘“a chattel personal to 
all intents and purposes whatsoever ;” and thus 
set him beyond the pale of justice, as utterly 
disqualified to assert a right and to redress a 
wrong. 
Divine revelation, as committed to Moses 
and expounded by our Lord, teaches, that pious 
self-love is the only proper measure of our love 
towards others. Does slavery,—especially its 
laws which quench or smother in the slave the 
light of the mind, which tear from his agonized 
bosom the dearest objects of his natural affec- 
tion,—conform to that rule of Holy Writ ? 
We believe that God only has the right to 
take away the health, the wife, the children, or 
the life of men guilty of no social crime. When 
man, single or associated, uses his power for 
such ends, he appears to us to arrogate to him- 
self the prerogatives of the Almighty, and to as- 
sume a responsibility under which an archangel 
would stagger. 
God, it is true, made use of theJews to exter- 
minate certain heathen tribes, and to inflict upon 
others a mild servitude, carefully defined and 
restricted. ‘To employ this mode of punish- 
ment, or any other that he chose, was his un- 
questionable right. But where is the Scripture 
warrant to apply this special license of Jehovah 
for the extirpation of the human race at large, 
or the enslavement of any nation in particular ? 
This specific direction to His oracular people is 
but az exception that confirms the general rule 
of His Son, “ Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself.” ; 
The heart of the blessed Jesus was, indeed, 
an overflowing fountain 4 the tenderest sym- 
pathy for human woe. ood, health and life 
were his boon, never withheld, when ‘solicited ; 
and the gospel preached to the poor was the pe- 
culiar and characteristic proof of his being the 
Son of God and the Savior of the world. No 
evidence exists that he ever witnessed a scene 
of slavery. It is not shown that Hebrews of 
that day trafficked in human flesh. The chained 
coffle,—the naked gang of the cotton field,—the 
exposed female reeking under the lash,—-the child 
torn forever from its mother’s breaking heart,— 
these, and worse acts of slavery’s tragedy, were 
not performed, so far as history speaks, before 
the face of Jesus. But his warmest, almost his 
only burst of indignation, is against those who 
devoured the helpless widow’s substance, and, 
for a pretence, made long prayers and liberal 
contributions to the cause of God. 

His itinerant, inspired followers were too 
busy in draining off the universal deluge of 
idolatry, explaining the nature of the one living 
God, and establishing the claims of Jesus as the 
true Messiah, to define, or to condemn, in form, 
every species and variety of crime, in every age, 
that hell, fruitful of inventions, might suggest, 
and fallen human nature perpetrate. Hence, 
horse-racing, gambling, piracy, the rum: traffic, 
and the African and American slave trade, re- 
main ungraduated in the Scripture scale of hu- 
man.sins. Paul, however, exhorts the servants 
of heathen masters to respectfulness and pa- 
tience, for the reason that the name of God be 
not blasphemed ; .and advises them, while pa- 
tient under boridage, to prefer freedom. He en- 
joins Christian masters to give their servants 
what is just and equal. Do the slaves of Amer- 
ican Baptists obtain justice and equity? He im- 
plores his brother Philemon to receive again the 
converted fugitive, not, as he probably had been, 
the heathen vassal of a heathen lord, but as a 
beloved brother in Jesus Christ. Thus wé be- 
hold, in all the Scriptures, a virtual and total 
condemnation of American slavery, 

Besides, American Calvinistic’ Baptists, as a 
whole denomination, have been hitherto regard- 
ed by the Christian world, as responsible for the 
sins of Baptist slave:holders, and the sufferings 
of one hundred thousand Baptist slaves. And if 
we fail, as many do, to testify our abhorrence of 
}a system that allows a fellow Christian to sell 
his brother, or his brother’s wife or child, or to} 
dissolve the marriage tie at pleasure, we see not | 
how to escape the merited contempt of mankind,

Connecricut Rau Roaps.—Besides the Nor- 
wich and Worcester Rail Road, there are two 
Rail Roads in Connecticut, one of which is in 
operation in its whole length, and the other for 
a distance of 35 miles. ‘The New Haven and 
Hartford Rail Road, according to a recent Te- 
port fo the legislature, has cost the sum of 
$829,609 24. ‘The Southern portion of the 
Road was opened for use Dec. 5, 1838, and the 
residue of iton the Ist of January Jast. The 
gross receipts on the Southera section, while 
separately in operation, for little more than a 
year, amounted to $46,442 79; those of the 
whole Road from Jan. 1, to May, 1840, to 
$24,990 18; making a total of $71,34297. The 
expenses of transportation, repairs of road, cars, 
engines, &c. toJan. 1, are stated at $16,315 48, 
and from Jan. 1, to May 1, $8,323 28; total 
$24,638 76, leaving a net profit of $46,704 21. 
The report adds the following statement : 

Six per cent. on the estimated cost of the 
Southern half of the road ($450,000) for 13 
months, is $29,259. Six per cent. fom 4d months 
on the estimated cost of the whoie Road, which 
has been in usesince 17th Dec. 1839, is $17,000 
—making $46,250. Balance, $454 21. 

The Housatonic Rail Road has been in oper- 
ation since the first of April last, from Bridgeport 
to New Milford, a distance of 35 miles. ‘The 
cost thus far is $508,616. The amount’ of in- 
come received during the month of April was 
$3,171 18, and the expenses $1,171 82. The 
amount now due from subscribers to the stock is 
#67,164.— Boston Advertiser. 








Fire at Irnaca.—A fire broke out at Ithaca, 
N. Y., the 23th ult., by which a great part of 
the best built portion of that flourishing village 
was destroyed, including a large number of 
stores and dwelling houses. ‘The loss is estima- 
ted at $50,000, exclusive of the amount covered 
by insurance.
